Rescue Party Lost While Searching for
Uomrades in the Pit.

EXPLOSIONS AND FIRE CUT OFF ESCAPE

Six Men Choked by Firednmp While
Trying 1o Eseape nnd Second
Conenasion Kills Those Coms=

ing to Thelr Ald,

HALIFAX, N. &, June 16.—According to
an oficinl account of this morniog's dis
aster In the Caledonidan mine of the Domin
lon Codl company at Glace Bay, Cape Dre
